I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  annual  Report  for  the  year  1963  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district . 

You  will  notice  from  the  contents  of  the  report  that  there  has  been  a 
slight  increase  in  population  and  also  that  the  number  of  births  increased 
during  1963. 


The  increase  in  infant  deaths  during  the  year  occurred  mainly  in  the 
first  week  of  life  and  was  due  in  the  main  to  congenital  abnormalities  over 
which  there  is  little  control  at  the  present  time. 

It  is  pleasing  to  know  that  another  year  has  gone  by  without  any  maternal 
deaths  and  this  reflects  great  credit  both  on  the  hospital  and  domiciliary 
midwifery  services , 

The  number  of  deaths  occuring  in  the  district  remain  approximately  the 
same  as  the  previous  year  and  once  again  the  four  major  causes  were  those 
due  to  cancer j  cerebral  vascular  disturbances,  coronary  diseases  and  other 
heart  diseases a  Despite  the  accepted  fact  that  bronchitis,  as  a  cause  of 
death,  is  very  frequent  in  the  northern  part  of  England  and  Wales,  deaths 
from  this  cause  in  Whitefield  are  comparatively  few.  This,  of  course,  does 
not  reflect  completely  the  amount  of  chronic  illness  and  absence  from  work 
which  is  caused  by  respiratory  illnesses  occuring  in  the  population,,  Until 
our  air  is  as  pure  and  clean  to  inhale,  as  the  water  is  to  drink,  then  the 
incidence  of  respiratory  disease  will  not  diminish,, 

There  were  no  primary  notifications  of  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuber- 
colosis  during  the  year,  the  only  additions  to  the  register  being  those  of 
people  transferring  into  the  area.  Again  great  watchfulness  must  be  taken 
with  regard  to  this  condition  especially  as  regards  the  admission  to  this 
country  of  immigrants  from  overseas  who  either  might  be  incubating  the 
condition  or  who  fall  victim  to  it  soon  after  arrival  to  this  country. 

Higher  standards  of  health  checks  must  be  required  of  all  immigrants  into 
this  country  whatever  their  place  of  origin  or  their  colour. 


It  will  be  noted  that  the  only  infectious  disease  of  major  importance 
was  that  due  to  measles  and  contrary  to  the  belief  of  many  people,  this 
condition  if  not  properly  treated  can  result  in  comparatively  high  rate  of 
permanent  disability. 
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During  recent  years  the  work  and  administration  of  the  health  department 
has  increased  greatly  as  a  result  of  the  spate  of  new  legislation,  regula¬ 
tions  and  bye-laws*  This  has  made  great  demands  on  the  staff  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  and  in  some  respects  has  necessitated  much  of  the  routine  work  having  to 
be  deferred  in  order  to  meet  the  demands  of  new  legislation;,  Thus  one  im¬ 
portant  aspect  is  the  supervision  by  regular  inspection  of  all  food  premises 
in  order  to  maintain  high  standards*  There  are  in  the  district  as  a  whole, 
approximately  141  premises  handling  food  and  they  should  be  visited  at  least 
quarterly,  but  it  will  be  noticed  that  last  year  the  public  health  staff 
could  only  make  84  visits  to  these  premises* 

May  I  express  my  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Council,  Senior  Officers 
and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  help  during  the  year  as 
your  new  Medical  Officer*

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SECTION  B 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 


Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act  the  County  Council  is  responsible 
for  the  health  services  under  that  Act, 

The  following  matters  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Urban  District 
Council 

Inspection  of  houses  with  regard  to  fitness  far  human  habitation; 
provision  of  suitable  water  supplies;  control  of  cleansing  and  disposal  of 
refuse;  inspection  of  all  food  and  food-preparing  premises;  sampling  of 
foodstuffs  (milk,  ice-cream,  etc,)  for  bacteriological  examination;  the 
control  of  infectious  disease;  sanitary  accommodation  to  houses,  factories, 
shops  and  other  premises;  nuisances  and  defects;  rodent  control;  offensive 
trades;  smoke  abatement  including  the  development  of  smoke  control  areas , 
and  many  other  matters  concerned  with  environmental  health. 

The  examination  of  pathological  specimens  and  milk  and  water  samples, 
is  undertaken  without  charge,  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Monsall 
Hospital,  Manchester, 

Hospital  facilities  are  now  under  the  Regional  Board  and  Management 
Committees  and  patients  are  admitted  without  regard  to  local  boundaries. 

Ambulance,  District  Nursing,  Midwifery  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Services  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  administered  under  the 
Divisional  Health  Service  Scheme,

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE: 


Cases  of  Infectious  Disease  are  treated  without  charge  at  the  infectious 
disease  hospital,  and  similarly  pathological  examinations  are  made  without 
charge  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Monsall  Hospital,  Manchester,, 


The  National  Health  Service  Act  requires  that  copies  of  all  notifica¬ 
tions  of  infectious  diseases  must  be  forwarded  without  delay  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer.  In  practice  these  notifications  are  sent  to  the  Divisional 
Medical  Officer,  so  that  he  may  correlate  action  within  the  health  division 
and  to  enable  the  Divisional  Committee  to  gain  a  regular  knowledge  of  the 
incidence  of  infectious  disease  throughout  their  area. 


Diphtheria  immunisation  is  now  the  responsibility  of  the  County 
Council  but  close  co-operation  between  the  Urban  District  and  the  County 
Council  is  maintained  particularly  for  propaganda  purposes „  During  the 
year,  247  children  under  five  years  of  age  were  immunised  and  4  between  the 
ages  of  five  and  fourteen. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  479  children  received  a  reinforcement  injec*- 
tion  during  1963 o

TUBERCULOSIS: 

There  were  no  primary  notifications  of  NEW  CASES  of  Tuberculosis 
during  1963 «  The  inward  transfers,  being  people  who  took  up  residence  in 
the  district,  came  to  a  total  of  four0 

There  was  one  death  from  tuberculosis  during  1963?  a  man  between  the 
age  group  25  -  34  years* 

Each  case  of  tuberculosis  is  visited  by  the  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor 

of  the  Lancashire  County  Council  as  soon  as  possible  after  receipt  of 
notification.  Where  desirable,  Sanatorium  or  Hospital  treatment  is  arranged 
after  consultation  between  the  Chest  Physician  and  the  Medical  Practitioner 
concerned. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  recorded  cases  of  tuber¬ 
culosis,  4  cases  were  added  and  13  cases  taken  off,  leaving  a  total  of  49 
cases  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  no  instance  has  there  been  any  wilful  neglect  or  refusal  to  notify. 
The  notification  of  tuberculosis  in  this  district  being  satisfactory. 

There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  excessive  incidence  of,  or  mortality 
from  tuberculosis  in  any  particular  occupation  in  the  area.

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  action  during  the  year  under  the 
Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  relating  to 
persons  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  employed  in  the  milk  trade, 
or  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  relating  to  the  compulsory  removal  to  a 
hospital  of  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis*,

Mr*  Chairman  and  Members, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  this  Annual  Report  on  local  matters 
concerning  environmental  health. 

On  the  1st  July  1963  the  Number  4  Smoke  Control  Order  came  into 
operation.  This  brings  the  total  number  of  premises  covered  by  smoke 
control  orders  to  2542  which  is  approximately  k2%  of  the  total  premises 
within  the  Urban  District.  A  further  two  orders  were  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  for  1551  premises  but  these  were  not  confirmed  due  to  the  com¬ 
prehensive  reassessment  of  the  availability  of  the  different  kinds  of 
smokeless  fuels. 


It  is  becoming  more  apparent  in  recent  surveys  that  people  are  want¬ 
ing  a  higher  standard  of  heating  in  their  homes.  The  trend  towards  some 
form  of  central  heating  is  gathering  momentum  and  this  in  itself  will  make 
a  marked  contribution  towards  cleaning  up  low  level  pollution  in  our  atmos¬ 
phere  . 


In  the  winter  that  has  passed  there  was  no  overall  shortage  of  smokeless 
fuels  in  White  field.  Regrettably  the  quality  of  some  of  this  fuel  however, 
was  far  from  satisfactory.  Complaints  were  made  of  lew  reactivity  and 
spitting.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  I  am  assured,  that  these 
difficulties  have  been  overcome  and  future  supplies  of  reactive  fuels 
should  indeed  be  "premium"  in  quality. 


Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Health  Committee  decided  that  a  survey 
should  be  made  of  certain  houses  in  the  Besses  Junction  area  with  a  view 
to  dealing  with  unfit  property.  Following  the  publicity  given  in  the 
local  press  to  the  grants  available  far  modernising  homes  a  record  number 
of  applications  were  received  and  work  was  completed  on  31  dwellings  with¬ 
in  the  year. 


The  reorganisation  of  the  Public  Cleansing  Service  and  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  a  bonus  scheme  has  proved  a  very  definite  success.  A  regular 
weekly  collection  was  maintained,  even  in  periods  of  bad  weather. 
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One  of  the  major  factors  to  be  faced  is  the  ever  decreasing  density  of 
household  refuse „  Although  the  weight  of  a  bin  full  of  refuse  is  new 
just  over  half  of  what  it  was  in  1936  the  volume  has  increased  by  70% 
per  household o  This  must  have  an  effect  on  the  type  of  vehicle  used 
for  collection*  Some  form  of  mechanical  compression  equipment  is  an 
essential  part  of  future  refuse  vehicles,,  It  is  also  becoming  apparent 
that  the  public  require  a  continuous  weekly  collection  service  through¬ 
out  the  yearG  This  together  with  longer  holiday  entitlement  does  strain 
our  existing  man-power  resources  to  its  full  extent,, 


With  the  passing  of  new  legislation  the  department  has  taken  on  ever 
increasing  responsibilities ,  some  in  new  directions*  The  Offices^  Shops 
and  Railway  Premises  Act  is  an  example *  It  is  obvious  from  the  numerous 
and  detailed  statutory  instruments  and  circulars,,  that  the  Ministry  expect 
the  local  authorities  to  give  maximum  consideration  and  effort  towards  the 
operation  of  this  Act*  The  standard  of  hygiene  in  food  premises  through¬ 
out  the  country  has  received  a  good  deal  of  publicity  in  the  last  few  months * 
Although  the  standard  is  generally  good  in  this  authority  it  is  essential 
that  our  vigilance  is  never  relaxed „  It  is  reassuring  to  know  that  behind 
the  scenes  there  is  a  continual  exchange  of  information  and  enquiries  pass¬ 
ing  between  health  departments  throughout  the  country  aimed  towards  the 
protection  of  public  health* 


I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  recording  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  encouragement  and 
support,,  and  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  Chief  Officers  and  their  Staff 
for  their  full  co-operation* 


It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  record  my  thanks  to  my  very  capable  staff 
who  have  once  again  given  loyal  and  unstinting  service  throughout 
year*

The  areas  served  by  the  former  Irwell  Valley  Water  Board  and  the  Bacup 
Corporation  Water  Undertaking  were  transferred  to  the  Bolt-on  Corporation  on 
the  1st  April  1963,  under  the  Bolton  'Water  (Amendment)  Order  .1963 o 

The  source  of  supply  is  mainly  from  upland  gathering  grounds «  The 
supply  to  Whitefield  is  taken  from  the  Manchester  Aqueduct  through  Hillock 
pumping  station y 

The  Water  Undertakers  took  361  samples  of  raw  water  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  chemical  analysis  to  determine  the  treatment  necessary 
before  going  into  the  public  -supply 0 

Eight  hundred  and  thirty  four  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  by  the 

water  undertakers  from  water  going  into  the  public  supply ,  17  of  which  were 
unsatisfactory o  943  chemical  analyses  were  made,  7  of  which  were  unsatis¬ 
factory  0 

One  hundred  and  sixty  eight  new  houses  were  connected  to  the  mains 
supply  during  the  year*  In  addition  1,404  yards  3"  and  297  yards  of  4" 
piping  was  laid  as  extensions  to  existing  houses 0

The  existing  sewage  disposal  works  consists  of  settling  tanks  and 

aeration  beds  situated  at  Moss  Lane0  A  small  plant  under  the  control  of 
Bolton  Corporation  serves  an  area  of  Park  Lane 0 

In  order  to  cope  with  the  rapid  growth  in  development  of  the  Urban 
district,  new  works  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  are  being  carried  out

The  whole  of  the  collection  side  of  the  service  was  re-organised  at  the 
end  of  last  year  and  a  bonus  scheme  brought  into  operation*  The  scheme  has 
proved  very  successful  and  it  is  to  the  credit  of  the  men  that  very  few  com¬ 
plaints  were  received  about  the  service  during  the  year*. 

There  is  increasing  pressure  from  the  public  that  their  household  refuse 
should  be  collected  at  least  weekly  throughout  the  year  without  any  break 
for  holiday  weeks  etc*  Indeed  it  has  been  found  that  holiday  time  brings  a 
sharp  increase  in  the  quantity  of  refuse  to  be  collected  as  it  is  a  popular 
time  for  spring  cleaning  activities*  This  together  with  the  longer  holiday 
entitlement  awarded  to  the  men  means  that  the  existing  staff  is  working  at 
full  stretch  to  maintain  a  smooth  running  and  regular  service* 

DUST  BIN  MAINTENANCE 

The  scheme  in  the  maintenance  of  dust  binSj,  which  was  inaugurated  in 
June,  1950,  has  continued  to  function  in  a  satisfactory  manner* 

The  number  of  bins  replaced  during  the  year  was  269  and  35  dust  bins 
were  sold  privately  to  purchasers  of  new  houses* 
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The  benefits  derived  from  a  dust  bin  maintenance  scheme  are  many9  the 
main  one  being  the  replacement  of  defective  dust  bins  of  a  recognised  stan¬ 
dard  within  reasonable  time*  The  bin  provided  is  the  2,J  cu*  ft*  B0S*S*  pat¬ 
tern. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


The  Hydraulic  Loading  Shovel  which  was  purchased  in  1962  has  made  a  vast 
difference  to  the  consolidation  and  covering  of  refuse  on  the  tip*  The  road¬ 
way  to  the  tip  face  lias  been  resurfaced  with  the  aid  of  the  machine  and  build' 

ing  materials  brought  to  the  tip  by  Contractors* 


One  of  the  greatest  problems  is  the  shortage  of  good  covering  material* 
We  are  fortunate  in  that  we  can  utilise  the  material  out  of  the  old  tip5  but 
this  does  present  a  haulage  difficulty  and  I  would  suggest  that  consideration 
maybe  given  to  the  purchase  of  a  dumper  vehicle  for  this  purpose*

Clean  Air  ActP 


On  the  1st  July  196.3  the  Number  4  Smoke  Control  Order  came  into  opera¬ 
tion  o  This  Order  covers  88  acres  and  includes  818  houses  and  other  buildings,, 
This  brings  the  total  number  of  premises  covered  by  smoke  control  orders  to 
234 2.o  In  addition  a  further  two  Orders  were  submitted  during  the  year  to  the 
Ministry  containing  1009  and  342  premises  respectively.  Neither  of  these 
last  two  Orders  were  confirmed  due  to  the  Minister “s  comprehensive  reassess¬ 
ment  of  the  availability  of  the  different  smokeless  fuels  in  this  Country, 

Due  to  the  rapid  technological  changes  in  the  gas  industry  it  is  apparent 
that  gas  coke  suitable  for  use  on  ordinary  "improved"  open  grates. will  no 

longer  be  available  for  further  smoke  control  areas. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  when  more  infoimation  became  available  a 
pilot  survey  of  263  houses  was  commenced.  Much  more  detail  is  required  and 
each  occupier  is  asked  to  return  a  completed  form  describing  which  form  of 
heating  he  prefers „ 

The  department  continues  to  record  the  daily  concentrations  of  smoke 
and  sulphur  dioxide  by  means  of  the  volumetric  recording  apparatus.  These 
figures  are  sent  to  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial,  Research.^ 
Warren  Spring  Laboratory ?  Stevenage,  and  in  return  they  send  us  a  monthly 
report  of  other  districts  which  forms  a  means  of  useful  comparison,, 

RODENT  CONTROL, 

Considerable  work  was  done  during  the  year.  The  Council  continue  to 
give  a  free  service  for  private  dwelling  houses.  Business  premises  are 
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treated  by  request  and  a  charge  is  made. 

It  was  decided  towards  the  end  of  the  year  to  appoint  a  Rodent  Operator 
who  will  concentrate  his  efforts  on  this  work.  He  attended  the  training 
course  organised  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  and  we 
hope  to  give  even  more  attention  to  this  very  necessary  service  in  the  com¬ 
ing  year.

The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Specified  Areas)  Order  1958  made  it  a 
statutory  requirement  to  sell  only  milk  which  is  specially  designated  (such 
as  tuberculin  tested ,  pasteurised  and  sterilised)  and  this  must  be  sold  only 
in  bottles  properly  marked  to  shew  the  designation. 

The  supervision  of  milk  production  on  farms  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  The  local  authority  may  take 
samples  of  milk  after  it  leaves  the  farm.  They  are  also  responsible  for  the 
prevention  of  the  infection  of  milk  and  action  necessary  should  this  arise 0 

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOOD: 

Frequent  inspections  are  made  at  retailers  shops  (including  butchers* 
shops)  where  foodstuffs  are  stored,  exposed  for  sale,  or  in  course  of  pre 
paration  for  sale. 

There  is  one  private  slaughterhouse  in  existence.  Details  of  slaughter- 
ing  are  given  in  table  XII.  It  was  in  the  process  of  changing  ownership  so 
that  no  slaughtering  was  carried  out  after  the  month  of  February.
